Father-in-Law Not Notified of Death
of Daughter-in-Law.

SPLIT HAIRS IN WILL CASE

Hull's Lead In Seventh District Cat
Down to Three mand Most of
FPolk County Yet to Be
Canvassed,

DES MOINER June I1lL—(8pecial.)—A
man s entitled to damages for injury to
his feelings If a telegraph company falls
to dellver a4 message telling him of the
death of nis daughter-in-law, according to
the supreme court of lowa. The decision
was2 given In a case which Involved the
fallure of the Wesatern Unlon to desliver a
mesaaga from W, J. Foreman of Wausa,
Neb, to his father, James Foreman of
Independence, Ta., telling him of the death
of Mrs. W. J. Foreman. The death oc-
clirred September 32, 1508
The distrlct court of Buchanan county,
at the close of the plaintiff's ‘estimony,
directed a verdict Tor the plaintiff in the
sum of §$1, the cost of sending the mes-
sage, which the son had pald, on the
ground that the relatloasnip of James
Foreman to his daughter-in-law belng hy
affinity was not such as to presumc patin
and suffering in case of fallure to dellver
the message. The supreme court reversed
tha case and sent it back for ratrial.

Other Supreme Conrt Cases,
The supreme court today decided that
the evidence waa not conclusive that
Thomas D, Connell committed sulelde, and
reversed the case of his widow against the
lowa State Travellng Men's association
for Insurance in favor of the widow. He
was found dead In the north part of this
city with a rpvolver In one hand and two
emply cartridges in the revolver,
Travellng Men's association has a clause
against sulclde. The court helds that it
i for the association to prove that he
committed sulclde.

Judge Weaver of thes supreme court, in
a diswenting opipion, claims that “confu-
sion worse confounded” has beean sdded Lo
the Interpretation of the law In relation
to wills by the opinlon of the majority of
the court In relation to the will of Lars
Welen of Shelby county. Welen and his
wife each made wills bequeathing all the
property te ULhe other. The wile died
first, and after Welen dled both wills
were probated. M. J. Larson ¢clailms to be
& son of Welen, but not of Mrs. Welen,
He claims that the will to Mre. Weien is
during her natural life only, which would
give him a share of the estate, The opin-
lon of Lthe court was written by Judge
Deemer and says that the will of Welen
was absolute The will gives ber the
property to ba used “precisely as I my-
self might do If living,” Elving her the
right to sell or trade or transfer, and says
“to be used and disposed by her during
her natural life” Judge Deemer argues
that she could do nothing with the prop-
erty after she was dead. and asx the will
of Welen gave her power to will it away
